The State Department Continues to Make 
Excuses for Its Representative, 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Sept. 1.—/Special. ]— 
Nothing has yet been heard at the State De- 
partment from Minister Egan and the offi- 
cers still hold to the theory that his messages 
have been sidetracked by the telegraph au- 
thorities. Some time ago he explained to the 
department. how the wires were. cut from 
Santiago and said the department might have 
to depend on Consul McCreery at Valparaiso 
for early intelligence on this account. Val- 
paraiso is 160 miles from Santiago and has 
direct cable communication. However, as 
newspaper dispatches have got through 
from Santiago, it looks as though the 
Minister. might have put some part 
of the news through In explanation 
of his silence itis said that other govern- 
ments have been equally unsuccessful in hear- 
ing from their Ministers. Nothing will be 


» done in regard “to the recall of Minister Egan 


until the administration is in possession of 
full information, If he simply misjudged the 
strength of contending factions, that of itself 
would not beso bad, asa good many others, 
including the’ naval officers, did the same. 
The victorious Congressional party when its 
government is completely established may 
make known that the Minister from 
the United States is not “a grateful per- 
son’’ in the diplomatic sense and that would 
cause his recall; bit: the mere fact that he was 
charged with Balmaceda partisanship would 
not. The Balmaceda government was the 
Only one recognized by the diplomatic repre- 


| sentatives of other countries, though some 


ministers were pretty active sympathizers 
with the insurgents. Their most outspoken 
partisan was British Minister Kennedy, but 
since the ‘discovery that the British Minister 
had aided Balmaceda in shipping his treasure 
on an English vessel the Congressional leaders 
have had their eyes opened. 


ARGENTINE IS RUINED. 
Despair in. ee: Financial okey for the 


the raalivtan sg engery t ee poo biee Repub- 
lic, has just received from President Pelle- 
grini the full text of the latter’s message to 
the Chamber of Deputies un the economic sit- 
uation of the republic and the financial out- 
look forthecountry. The address isin - as 
follows: 

“The crisis thickens and opinions are di- 
vided as to the best means to face the difficul- 
ties that surround us. The remedy is difficult 
to find, not only in view of the gravity of 
the case,. but owing to the fact 
that the immense majority have not, cannot 
have full cognizance of all the antecedents of 
the question to prescribe with full knowledge 
of the case. Lest you should be amazed at the 
seriousness of this crisis an estimate must be 
made of the losses suffered in speculation by 
ourselves and by foreign capital here. 

“ We may calculate the amount of capital 
subscribed tiere at $1,000,000,000 against $200,- 
000,000 in 1886. Taking the quotation of these 
stocks and shares in 1880, comparing same 
with those actually current, and striking the 
difference will give the amount of loss sus- 
tained by -the holders. The loss to 
land speculators is also very great. Our cur- 
rency, whose normal value is $260,000,000, has 
suffered in the last two years a depreciation of 
200 per cent in ite real value. . The loss to for- 
eign capitalists .exceeds £100,000,000, not in- 
cluding loans. The fall in Argentine railway 
shares 1n Sa eo ee 
000 to the holders. 

National Delit Increased. 900, 000,000, 

‘The Free Banking act authorized the issue 
of public bonds as guarantee of the bank 
note. The debt of the nation was thereby in- 
creased by $90,000,000, The only credits that 
remain to the government as deposits in the 
national bank are $2,000,000 in gold and $60,- 
000,000 in paper. These colossal losses must be 
distributed among allwho directly or indi- 
rectly took part in the operations or specula- 
tions of the past. In this distribution of 
losses innumerable private fortunes must 
disappear, public and private credit must 
collapse, all. .business must be  para- 
lysed im the midst of general and 
natural distrust, and all banks, whether 
in oroutside the country, that have lent 
money on speculation must suffer the con- 

sequences. Some people advocate an issue of 
paper money to overcome the difficulties 
against which we are struggling. This is 
apparently the simplest means at hand, but 
its efficiency is doubtfal. In the majority of 
cases it would. aggravate the evil. 

“ Studying the question in another light it 
might be urged that an issue of a limited 
amount, distributed exclusively among pro- 
ducers to stimulate production, after causing 
immediate injury would compensate that dam- 
age with the development or increase of the 

production thereby favored. But it happensin 
our case that such is not the object of a fresh 
issue. The principal object of an issue of 
paper istoenable State banks to meet the 
drain on their deposits. Further- 
more, the sum total of the de. 
posits of these banks reached an enormou; 
amount, for. any difference between the 
amount of the issue and that of the deposits 
would increase the run on the banks; all 


would rush to seeuré their deposits before the. 


issue was exhausted. What would depositors 
of these banks do with their money? They 
would deposit the same in the private banks, 
at least within the limits allowed by them, or 
the money would be privately hoarded, to in- 
crease thereby the stagnation of money or 
provoke a further metalizing process in fear 
of greater depreciation of the currency.”

New York, Sept. 1.—[Special.}—A new sub-

They came in the steerage. But among them 
was an old woman, the mother-in-law of 
Prof. Mo who is in the same college as 
Prof. Sand The latter had undertaken’ to 
see her safely through to Chicago.

rules. There were seven of them altogether. 
Prof. Sandell wished to save them from the 
discomfort of going to Chicago on a train 
with other immigrants, and he intended that 
his fellow-professor’s mother-in-law should 
get a first-class ticket so that she might have 
asleeper on herlong railroad journey and 
such other comforts as.her age demanded. 
How he fa.ed he told tonight at the Stevens 
House before he boarded the train for Chicago. 

“At the barge office,” said he, “I found 
that the old lady and young women had been 
placed in the detention pen. I suppose that 
was because they had no money, because I 
was taking care of what they had. After ex- 
plaining to an inspector.[ managed to get 
them out of the pen. Then I left the building 
to get for them some fruit and a bottle or 
two of lemonade, as they needed some 
refreshment. When I returned a big German 
who does duty at the gate refused to admit 
me, although I told him what my errand was 
and thatI was a United StatesSScitizen.: I 
started to explain to Gem. Obeirne the situa- 
tion, but before I had had a chance to make 
things clear he left the office, I then ad- 
dressed myself to QObeirne’s representative, 
Mr. Cady. I told him that as 
my friends had money and couid 
afford better accommodations than is usually 
provided on an emigrant-train they did not 
wish to travel that way; that’ wanted to pur- 
chase first or second class tickets for them 
and take them to some hotel outside, where 
they might obtain alittle rest and a good 
meal before starting on their long journey, 
I was especially solicitous about the old 
lady, whom. I wished to take with me. 
“Mr. Cady told me that emigrant tickets 
were $4 cheaper than any other, or thatI 
could save $4 by purchasing them for the 
party. Itold him that it was not a question 
of economy—that it was a question of com- 
fort and convenience. Then he told me that 
under the law my friends would have to 
sravel, as As there seemed to

the barge office to a hotel for a few hours, and 
Prof. Morton’s mother-in-law, along with the 
rest, had to go on an emigrant train.

Nzgw Your, Sept. 1.—[Special. }—If Mr. Rus- 
sell B, Harrison goes down the bay tomorrow 
to meet his wife and Mrs. McKee, 
his sister, who are on the White Star 
steamship Majestic, he will have to go 
as a guest of his mother. The revenue cutter 
Grant has been tendered tothe President’s 
wife, and, officially in this matter, the Treas- 
ury Department has no knowledge that such 
a person as Ruasell B. Harrison exists.

I notice by this morning’s papers that Mrs.
